MUNICH, West G erm any-It 
is fascinating to sit to on a pol­ 
icy session of Radio Free Eu­ 
rope, the organization started 
by Americans just after the 
war to beam news of the free 
world to the five Iron Curtain 
countries of eastern Europe. 
The policy makers are discuss­ 
ing 
the 
uses 
of 
“cross-re­ 
porting.” which is a new word 
to me. The idea of cross-report­ 
ing is to tell the Poles, for ex­ 
ample, exactly what is happen­ 
ing in Hungary or Rumania, 
not what the Communists say is 
happening, 
which may involve 
distortion or suppression. Since 
hunger for truth is part of the 
larger hunger for freedom, this 
is one way of nourishing hopes 
for an increasing liberalization 
in the Iron Curtain lands. 
“Cross-reporting” 
must, 
of 
course, be sustained by credi­ 
bility, which means that Radio 
Free Europe cannot afford to 
make a blooper in letting Poles 
in on what Hungarians are do­ 
ing. Fifty out of 175 employees 
are 
engaged 
in 
monitoring 
what Communist radio stations 
are saying; 
other employees 
comb 
the 
publications 
that 
come through to the West; and 
there are other means of gath­ 
ering accurate intelligence. 
At this morning’s policy meet­ 
ing they are wondering what to 
do with the text of an article, 
“Why We Are Silent,” which 
is attributed to Mihajlo Mihaj- 
lov, the rebel Yugoslav 
whi 
was jailed and then released on 
probation not too long ago for 
reporting the unrest of Russian 
intellectuals in a 
small 
book 
called “Summer in Moscow.” 
The latest Mihajlov piece is fill­ 
ed with w h a t must seem ar­ 
rant nonsense to an intelligent 


Westerner, such as the state­ 
ment that “the United States 
today, with its war in Vietnam, 
is performing a disservice to 
the cause of freedom in the so­ 
cialist world.” But, since it also 
urges Yugoslav writers to speak 
out against a single-party poli­ 
tical system, the article could 
have an important impact 
if 
“cross-reported” to the Czechs, 
the Hungarians, and the Poles. 
“ Every one-party system,” so 
the Mihajlov article says, “is 
some kind of subspecies of Stal­ 
inism. It cannot be justified on 
the grounds that, in the specific 
case of Yugoslavia, it has been 
a usually liberal one-party sys­ 
tem, just as an absolute mon­ 
archy cannot be exculpated be­ 
cause of the temporary appear­ 
ance of a benevolent ruler ” 
The decision at the Radio 
Free Europe policy meeting is 
that Mihajlov’s words should be 
made available to listeners in 
the five eastern European coun­ 
tries.

HARDLY any lesson on per­ 
sonal 
conduct, 
derived 
from 
New Testament teachings, could 
be more important than this one 
on self-discipline and self-denial, 
because we are living in an era 
of relative ease, of a shrinking 
from hardship and discipline, 
and display ing an indifference 
to the conseq uences of our care­ 
lessness in unrighteous matters 
and practices. 
There can be no moral growth 
Without this self-discipline and 
self-denial, for these are chief 
factors in learning to live a 
Christian life. We do not simply 
drift into righteous living. It 
does not come as a natural 
fringe benefit of being a Chris­ 
tian. Moral triumph is achieved 
only at the ex pense of great ef­ 
fort. It costs something to live 
the pure, upright Christian life, 
for it is not something to be 
had for the asking. 
The background of much of 
today ’s lesson is the vigorous 
athletic life and national con­ 
tests of the Greek-speaking peo­ 
ple of Paul’s day , which the
